Accordingly, the rejection made under 35 U.S.C. 103 as set forth in the previous Office 
action at pages 2-4 is hereby withdrawn. 

Claims 14-26 were renumbered under Rule 126 and the new numbering is 1 1-24. 
Claims 11-15 are allowable.
